north the British have advanced to a 
depth of seven miles southeast of Pa- 
rar.no on a line from Monchy-Lagache 
Pincourt and Vraignes. 
They met a 


stiff resistance only around Nurlu and 
Rquancourt, where they took advan- 
tage of the natural defenses of the 
high ground. Slight gains were also 
made in Flanders, where Wulvergc- 
hem. Neuve Chapelle and Bussu were 
captured. 
Clear is'ojon Salient 


The recent advances by the British 


and French have about cleared 
the 


Noyon salient. With St. Quentin men- 
aced and La Fere in immediate dan- 
:er of capture, the Germans face the 
necessity of preparing a new defen- 
sive line to the rear of the old Hinden- 
burs line. To the south and east where 
the terrain 
is more favorable, they 


apparently are taking advantage of 
his handicap to the French and Amer- 
cans in delaying their further retreat 
back of the Chernin-des-Dames. 
Their 


success in such a maneuver depends 
argely upon the power of the French 
;. the vicinity of Hheims. In fact a 
lammor blow by the French north and 
vest of Hheims may be planned by 
larshal Foch to start another retro- 


grade movement of the Germans.

This caused some confusion for the 
two hundred or more women, young 
and old, who appeared in the streets 
were unable to tell who had done his 
or her bit. 
But another supply „[ 


daisies came later and then everything 
was O.K. again. 


At noon bells were ringing all ov-r 


tho city to announce the fact tb.pt 
members of tho local branch of the 
"omen's auxiliary are doing their bit 
in the big drive, which is being carried 
on today in all cities and towns in the 
state. 


Twenty-five lieutenants had 
their 


teams ready and on the Job as early 
as 5.30 this morning, before thousands 
of people had thought of getting up. 
These young girl "privates" were sta- 
tioned at all the big factories and am- 
munition plants and as the night shifts 
came streaming out by the hundreds, 
they were greeted 
with 
dozens of 


"daisy" sellers. 
As they made their 


contributions they were handed a small 
white daisy, with a tag. reading "lolst 
Inf.. U.S.A., Foreign Service." 
Evi- 


dently white daisies are a very popu- 
lar flower, for thoy'-succeeded in win- 
ning their way to almost every coat, 
and at 9 o'clock the stock was deplet- 
ed, and the daisy sale was paralyzed 
for the time being. However, one of 
the members made a flying trip to 
Boston and brought back many thou- 
sands of the little flowers. 


The boys from the O.M.I. Cadets were 


also doing their share, and dressed 
in their blue and white uniforms, dot- 
ted here and there at the different 
street corners, they competed with th 
girls in endeavoring- to take back to 
headquarters a full box of money. 


The manager of the different the-

Forty-five Thousand Boys Learn 
Sailor's 


Life on Dry Land—Healthy Mixture o 
Work, Study and Play 


(N.B.A. Staff Correspondent)- 


The largest naval training station in 


the world is located up here on-Lake 
Michigan. 1300 miles from salt water 
In it are more than 45,000 BailorsIsarn- 
ingr every branch of navy work. Most 
cf them have never saon the ocean. 


I Have been living- the life of "a navy 


' lookie for one day. This middle west- 


ern farming: country, from which has 
been drawn the men trained at Great 
Lakes, has" already furnished 150,000 
men to' the navy, nearly twice as many 
as there were in the regular navy 
when we went to war. In April. 1917. 
the Great Lakes station had buildings 
and equipment enough to house 1500 
men. 
Today it houses 45,000, and It 


has had as many as 4S.O.OO. 


The station is one vast school, with 


a large number of technical courses, 
varied with a lot of outdoor drill and 


. physical exercise, and with more per- 


sonal attention 
paid 
individual stu- 


dents than is the case at many col- 
leges.

cation, for that work begins at once.

The men live 48 to a barracks, 24 in 


each end. • The barracks is divided into 
sleeping;.quarters, living Quarters and 
scullery. 
Four men are detailed .each 


day to do mess detail—kitchen work. 


I had a midday meal in barracks—a 


big plate of roast beef, baked potatoes, 
kidney'beans) gravy, bread and coffee. 
There are two meals like that, and a 
lighter breakfast. 
At one meal there 


is dessert also, and usually fruit in 
addition. The refrigerating plants car- 
ry a week's supply of meat. 
I carried 


out my own mess kit, dumped the leav- 
ings into the garbake tin and piled up 
the "mess gear"—not dishes—in the 
pans for HTe mess detail to wash. 


The rules require all mess gear to 


be boiled for 20 minutes.

The one thing which government con- 
trol, acording to its opponents, never 
could accomplish, is the one thing 
which it.has first a.nd most brilliantly 
acomplished.

the laticr show any detenniaed resistance; and there is as yet no 
indication that the enemy intends to make a final stand. 


Not sinoc- the hemming of the. war have Hie Genr.ans boon I»-r- 


•:ued so relentlessly for such a long period without a breathing spell, as 
Jhev have I.een since July ISth. 
The Central Powers are now ex- 


periencing the effects of General Foch's strategy. 
It was thought that 


ihe Germans were masters ,.f strategy and lield tactie.s; but they have 
been oin-ireneraled at every point in the recent operations. 
The reason 


»ln this'was not done before was, that the Allies were not. under a 
uniiicd ,',.mmam! and that none of tbc separate powers had men enough 
to nu-et the Germans in full force and drive them hack. 


When the methods by which Germany won her victory are analyzed 


-they do not indicate any scientific generalship. 
The chief feature of 


German warfare consisted of well prepared drives by immense bodies 
of soldiers in solid formation. 
By this means they exposed their army 


to great slaughter and thus in every drive, in spite of their advance and 
itquisnion of new territory, their losses were enormous. Thus their man 
^ottCT was wasted while ihat of tlie Allies was conserved and husbanded. 
n«h srrcat rare. 
Whenever it appeared that ground could not be held 


except at too irreai a cost in human life, the Allied commanders gave 
\\ai, but not in any case without indicting severe losses upon the ad- 


vancing hosts. 


Germany has now lost nearly nil that she gained in the spring drive, 


nnd it is quite certain that before the winter she will be driven back far 
be\uid any of the lines of defense which she is now endeavoring to 
hold. 
Camnrai, St. Q.uentin. Ham, La Fere, Laon and the Chemins des 


Dames will all he taken before the snow flics, and it is quite probable, 
tint in addition to this, a big wedge will be driven into German territory 


tbroush AlKai'B and Lorraine. 


During the coming winter the Allied armies will probably be unable 


to carry on operations -on an extensive scalo; and it is expected that 
Gtitmiuy, after her usual custom, will project a great peace offensive. 
She will otter to abandon Belgium, to give, up Alsace and Lorraine, and 
grant further concessions in loosening her grip on Russia; -but no offer 
•ihe can make except conditional surrender will be considered. 


Germany has reduced a large portion of Prance to n barren desert; 


she has ruined.Belgium and caused the loss of over 6,000,000 lives; she 
has destroyed an incalculable amount of shipping and valuable nargos 
at sea; she has plunged nearly all the countries of the civilized world into 
the horrors of war imtl unless her power.be broken so that it can never 
lecover, she will again-prcpnre for future wars to carry out, if possible, 
the territorial ambitions that she has been niiablg to accomplish in the 
piesent war. There can he no peace in the world nnd no security for 
crulization until the military power of Germany be irreparably destroyed. 


It wmild appear that Germany cannot long maintain 
the conflict 


against the superior numbers and resources of the Allied powers; but 
it will be useless for her to make any appeal for a compromise peace. 
The only way in which the war cun be properly ended and permanent 
peace restored is" by ther^iinconditional surrender of the Central Powers 
and the overthrow of German militarism.
